bullion has broken out 100 miles from 
Hankow. The rebels are fairly armed 
and very reckless. 1'hoy attacked the 
government buildings which were feeb- 
ly defended by loyal troops. The latter 
were soou defeated and many of them 
were killed; many others joined the 
tebela. Two Mandimus were killdd. 


The province is almost denuded of

Jnst before 
the iron monster struck the coach sev- 
eral of the passengers saw rt coming 
and a panic ensnsd. 'i'here wag a wild 
rush to escape from the doomed coach, 
bnt before one of the passengers conld 
reach either platform the approaching 
engine had struck, and the coach, with 
its living freight, was hurled from the 
backs into the ditch. "Women and 
children shrieked in tneir terror, while 
men fought their way 'blindly- for some 
escape from the coach. 


Seats were torn up and hnrled in 


every direction by the force of the col- 
lision, and after the first wild panic had 
subsided, there were heard

moans from different quarters of the 
•wreck, telling of painful injuries. Will-

The collision threw » 
crowded coach completely into the 
ditch, while the attacking engine-was 
derailed, and buried its nose, several 
feet in the soft mud.

train were uninjured except for the 
ihocb of the collision.

Just before 
the irou monster struck the coach sev- 
eral of the passengers saw it coming 
and a panic ensued.

political bat-tie was fought upon two 
principal issues—a reformation of the 
tariff laws, upon an equitable basis, 
and the adjustment of the money 
question by the restoration of silver 
to its rightful power and functions as 
one of the money metals under the 
constitution. 


During this contest, however, the 


issue of tariff reform was made the 
paramount one. By the repeal of the 
McKinley law, and the passage of the 
law now in force, tariff reform has 
been substantially won, and tbe taxes 
of the people, especially upon the 
necessaries of life, have been very 
much reduced and their opportunities 
thereby enlarged. In all probability 
there will not be another general re- 
vision of the tariff for years to come. 
Time, however, will undoubtedly sug- 
gest changes that should be made; 
and additional legislation, guided by 
wise statesmanship, will see that it Is 
done. 


• 
The money question, therefore, is 


now the supreme Issue before the 
country. 
The importance of 
the 


question, whether silver shall be re- 
sawed to its f ull money power, can 
not Tie overestimated, because it 
Affects every interest, 
great and 


small, from the slightest concern of 
the individual to the largest and 
meat comprehensive interest in the 
nation. 
Especially does it affect 


tko«e who are engaged in active In- 
dustrial pursuits, for upon its proper 


solution depends whether their bus- 
laeeg dudl be profitable or unprofit- 
able. 


We believe that tuts 
question 


Mliould now supersede all others, and 
that ail business men and alllaboring 
men, not only in tUelr own Interests, 
but on the broad ground of patriot- 
ism, should put all other Issues in 
the back ground, and by their votes 
this fall show that no matter what 
political party obtains the ascenden- 
cy In the next Congress, this ruinous 
policy which has been followed for 
twenty years, must be abandoned 
and silver restored to Its full money 
power. 


If this policy is not changed, we do 


not /or one moment hesitate to abso- 
lutely affirm that no matter whether 
we liave high tariff or low tariff, or 
no tariff laws at all, there «n be no 
permanent revival in business affairs. 
Stocks of all kinds are now so low 
that we may expect some commercial 
improvement, but that It can last for 
any length of time, if the present 
monetary conditions are maintained, 
is an absolute impossibility.c
